He replied: “Yes, the holder of 
this post should not be single.” 

“Is this one of the rulings of 
the Mosiem religion?’ he was 
futther asked. “No,” he answer- 
ed, “but it is a matter of pre- 
ference.” 

Sheikh Hussein has only two 
daughters by his previous elght 
marriages. They are both married 
and live in Tunitia. He himself 
is of Tunisian origin and came to 


to ccenplote his studies of Moslem 
theology at AleAzhar. He then 
moved, to Damascus where he 
taught Arnbie at one of Its 
schools, 


The firrt world war broke out }- 


while he was there and. the 
Ottoman tuler of Syria gaoled 
him for six months on the charge 
of fallure to report a plot against 
the State about which he had 
learnt. He was finally acquitted. 
When the: svar came to an end, 
Hussein went incognito with ao 
group. of Egyptisns to Genmany 
where he stayed for sever 
rnonths, 

Sheikh Hussein settled. in 
Egypt in 1920 and a few years 
later was appointed Professor at 
Al-Azhar, He was made rector 
of the 1,000-year-old stronghold 
of Islam in October, 1952, a few 
weeks after General Mohammed 
Naguly became Premier. 

From a spnelous Arabesque- 
style office in g building ad- 
joining the famous Al-Azhar 
Mosque, the turbancd, bespecta- 
cled Sheikh looks after the 
spiritual welfare of many 
millions of Moslems throughout 
the world.—United Press.

Preparing 


New Atomic 


. ° . e 
Explosion - 

Las Vegas, Mar, 29. 

Scientists and military 

men hastened final prepara- 
tions today ‘for another top 
secret atomic explosion at 
the Southern Nevada atom- 
bomb test site, the third 
such blast of the 1958 spring 
series, 


Secrecy shrouded the prepara- 
\lons for the ‘detonation, ¢x- 
pected to be touched off shortly 
before dawn ‘on Tuesday, wea- 
ther permitting. 

The only ccnere'e fect known 
was ‘that the Army's new 
monster cannon was not to be 
tired next week, That test is set 
for some time In May and it was 
known that the two giant 280- 
mm howitzers.to be used in the 
{cst have not yet arrived at the 
atemic fest: site, 75 miles north- 
west of here. 

The scientists who will con- 
duct the experiment refused to 
discuss its nature entirely, All 
that was known definitely was 
that} another nuclear device 
‘would be exploded on top of 
one of the three 300-foot sicel 
towers which remain in Yucca 
Fiat, or else it would be dropped 
inside a bomb casing by an Air 
Force bomber. : . 

NUCLEAR DEVICES 

The two atomic explosions 
set off carlier during the pre- 
sent test series, one on March 17 
and the other ong week later, 
involved nuclear devices ¢x- 
ploded on top of the 300-foot 
steel towers. 

The present scrics is expected 
fo include ten atomic bursts, 
climaxed by the first firing of 
a Uve atemie shell fused to burst 
in. mid-alr over fortifications, 
bridges ‘ and other test struc- 
tures being bullt at French- 
man’s Flat. The test sito in- 
cludes two firing areas, Yucca 
Flat and Frenchman's Fiat. 

More than 1,000 troops are 
expected to participate in the 
test sot for Tuesday, including 
both those who will ‘participate 
in‘ an atomic manoeuvre ond 
those who will be observers 
only, 

An og yet undisclosed number 
of aircraft will also take part 
to ald in the photographing and 
measurement of the nuclear. 
burst ond aos part of the Air 
Force’s expanding . programme 
of indoctrinating combat air 
crewmen in present day atomic 
warfare.—Uniied Press.:
